Chapter 8.---Extra Srsslon. 


AS ACT to provide for the aid of volunteers in tho ser- 


vice of the Onited States or of this state. 
Ttteptople of tlie Slats, of Wisconsin, represented in 


Senate unit Assembly, do enact ui fallows • 


SECTION* 1. The non-commissioned offi- 


cers, musicians and privates mastered into 
the service of the United States or of this 
state, in pursuance of any law of this state, 
shall receive from the time of being so mas- 
tered, in additioa to the pay provided for 
like non-commissioned i officers,T musicians 
and privates in the army of the United 
States, the sum of .five..dollars per month 
to all volunteers having families dependant 
on them for their,support. 


SEC. 2. 'The additional pay provided in 


section one of this act shall not be paid at 
the expiration of each month, but shall re- 
main in the state treasury, and the amount 
there accumulated to the credit of any sol- 
dier shall be used and appropriated hy the 
state treasurer to pay such orders as may be 
drawn on him, in accordance with law for 
the support and maintenance of the family 
of such soldier ; but if the .pay so accumu- 
mulated to the credit of any soldier, shall 
not be drawn from the treasury on such or- 
ders, it shall be paid to such, soldier or hia 
legal representative at the expiration of his 
term o f service. 
. . ' . . . 


SEC. 3. Upon the presentation to the 


secretary of state of an order of the wife or 
person,having charge of the family of any 
soldier mustered into the .service of this 
state or of the United States, under the pro- 
visions of the laws of 
1 this state, upon which 


shall be a certificate of a justice of the peace 
of the town in which such soldier shall re- 
side, stating that the person drawing the or- 
der is the wife or the person having charge of 
the family of such soldier, the secretary of 
state shall draw his warrant upon the war 
fund in the state treasury for the amount of 
said order, and the state treasurer shall pay 
the same on : presentation, provided that 
amount shall stand to the credit of such sol- 
dier on the books in the treasurer's offiee. 


SEC. 4. There is hereby appropriated 


out of the war fund not otherwise appropri- 
ated, a sum of money sufficient to pay all 
expenditures under this actv 


SEC. 5. This act shall take effect and 


be in force from and after its.passage,

21ie Purple of tlie State of Wisconsin, represented in 


Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION. 1. Each and every member, of 


a military company, which has volunteered 
and reported.for three months", service, in 
obedience to the order, and in compliance 
with the proclamation of the governor re- 
quiring and inviting such service, and which 
has been accepted and put under drill by 
the governor, who has .been, discharged 
without being mustered and' received into 
the service of the United States, because of 
the extension of time for which volunteers" 
were called from three months1 to'three 
years, shall be allowed and receive pay .at the

in triumph to the camp at daybreak.

house, have been brought hither ; one of 
them a son of .the; late Major:Washiugtdn, 
of the army.' He said he did not want .to 
fight against ihe United States, and made 
amends' by taking the oath of allegiance.

Chapter 13.—-Extra Sesiloii. 


AN ACT to provklo for borrowing, money.to repel inya-. 


aion, suppress insurrection, and de'fehcl." the Btate'in 
tlmo of war. 
The Aspic of the Slate: of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and. Assembly, do enact as -follows: 


SECTION 1. The Governor, State Treasu- 


rer, and Secretaiy of State, or a majority of 
them, are hereby authorized and directed, 
in the name and in behalf of the people of 
thiii state, for the purpose of organizing 
and bringing into active service the volun- 
teer militia, to repel invasion, suppress in- 
suirection, or defend the stsite in time of 
war, to negotiate and contract for a loan or, 
loans, foi such sum or sums as may benec- 
e ,sary for the purposes indicated by this 
act,, uot excee_dmg m—the"aggregate the 
sum of one million dollars, on the most fa- 
vorable terms which in' the_ir judgment can 
be obtained, at a rate of interest not ex- 
ceeding si.v pei centum pel annum, payable 
semi-annually, on the first day of January 
and July in each year, as follows, to-wit — 
the interest on all bonds amounting each 
to five hundred dollars or upwards, shall be 
payable at such bank, in the city of New 
Yoik as may from time to time be designa- 
ted by the state treasurer; and the interest 
on all bonds of a less amount each than 
five hundred dollars, shall be payable, at the 
'state treasury. The principal of such loan 
shall be redeemed from time to time as here- 
inafter specified, and the proceeds of said 
loan shall be known'.as the Wur Fund. All 
expenses which have been or may hereafter 
be incurred, under . the provisions of this 
act, or under the provisions of chapter 239 
of General Laws of 1861, in any manner 
counectsd with the raising, organizing and 
equipping of volunteers, shall be paid out 
ot said fund , and any money which may 
ha*te been drawn from the treasury out of 
any other fund under the provisions of said 
chapter ;23U, shall be reimbursed to the 
proper fund from said war fund. 


SEC. 2. For the purpose of effecting the 


loan authorized by this aut, the.Governor 
State Treasurer and Secretary of State, or 
any two of them, are hereby empowered 
and directed to cause to be issued from tim 
to time,as they may deem necessary, bonds 
of the state of Wisconsin, in sums of no 
less than one hundred nor more than OIK 
thousand dollars each, to be signed by lh< 
Governor and countersigned by the Secre 
tary of State and. State Treasurer, with thf 
seal of the state affixed,- and coupons fo: 
the interest thereunto attached.. The prin 
cipal and interest,of all bouds of a less de- 
nomination than five hundred dollars, shal' 
be payable at the state treasury; and tin 
.principal- and interest of all bonds of. a de 
nomination of five hniidred'dollars and up 
wards, shall :be payable at such'bank in the 
city of. New York as may fronx.time to time 
be designated by the state treasurer, and al 
such bonds shall be drav/n in.favor of! the 
Secretary of State, and when endorsed by 
him, shull.be negotiable-ill such manner 
the Governor, Secretary of'State and Stutc 
Treasurer shall deem, proper. 


SKC. 3. All moneys arising'from the sale 


of the bonds .authorized, by this act, shal 
be paid into the treasury of the state, to the 
credit of the war fund, and shall be drawn 
therefrorn'oh the warrant o? the Secretary 
of State, in snub, manner as provided b 
law.

SEC. 4. The bonds issued under'the pro 


visions of .this act, shall be registered in i 
book provided for that purpose and kept in 
the office of the Secretary of State, .which 
.registry shall contain 
the number anc 


amount of each of such" bonds, the time 
when due aud the place whe™ payable.— 
Whenever any of such bonds shall be paid 
such bond shall be instantly /jaiicelled by 
the Treasurer or other peraOT. paying the 
same, with a cancelling hammi'.r. .The.Sec- 
retary of State shall also keep a full recoro 
of all the bonds taken up and paid, in a 
book provided for that purpose ; and imme 
diately after such record shall have beer 
made as aforesaid the bonds so paid shal! 
be cancelled, by writing across' the face o: 
each, which cancelment shall be signed bj 
the Secretary of State and the State Treas 
urer, and filed in the office of .the Secretary 
of State.

SBO. 5. The bonds issued under the au 


thority of this act, shall be .redeemable as 
follows, to wit; The first hundred thousand 
dollars .issued under the provisions of this 
act shall be redeemable on the first day .ol 
July, one thousand eight hundred and sev- 
enty-seven ; and one hundred thoasand dol 
lars shall be redeemable on.the first day ol 
July annually thereafter, until the whole ol 
said bonds shall have been redeemed. 


.SEC. 6. It shall be the duty of the Secre- 


tary of State, annually to levy such per cen- 
tage of taxation on the taxable property ot 
this state, as will be sufficient to pay the 
annually accruing interest on all outstand- 
ing bon'dVissued under the authority of this 
act. 
And i't shall alfio.be the duty, of the 


Secretary,of State, to levy such an amount 
of tax on the taxable property of this state, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-six, and annually thereafter, suffi- 
cient to pay the 'principal of each of said 
bonds, maturing during each of the next 
ensuiug years respectively, till said bonds 
shall have.all been redeemed, in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. 


SEC. 7. The faith of the state is hereby 


pledged for the payment of principal aud 
interest, of all bonds which may be issued 
under the provisions of this act. 


SEC. 8. In the negotiation of any of the 


bonds authorized to b'e .issued under the 
provisions of this act,-not less: than, sixty 
per cent, of the proceeds p.''. each'sale' shall 
be received into or paid 'oat of the treasury 
in gold or silver coin; the balance of the 
proceeds of each such sale may, in the dis- 
cretion of the parties authorized by-this act 
to make.such sale, be received and paid in- 
to and out of the treasury in current bank 
bills of this state : -Provided, that the cur- 
rency of no such bank shall be so received 
unless, at the time of such reception, it 
shall be at par, estimating its value by the 
then market value ef its. securities -on de- 
posit with the bank comptroller; And pro- 
vided furChci; that all payments of wages or 
salaries to the officers arid soldiers of the 
regiments organized by the law of this 
state, shall be made in gold and silver coin. 


SEC. 9. All claims and demands against 


the state, for expenses and disbursements 
authorized by any law of this state, und 
which, by the laws of the state, are payable 
out of the loan and the fund, authorized aud 
created by this act, • denominated the war 
fund, shull be presented within three months 
from tho time the same shall accrue ; and 
all claims and demands already accrued, 
payable as above,'out-of said loan aud fund, 
shall be presented as above, within three 
months after the,passage of this act, or all 
such claims and demands shal! bo .consid- 
ered as donated to the state, and shall not 
thereafter be allowed, under any pretense 
whatever.

all proceedings in such action or proceec 
ing until it shall be. made to appear tha 
such party defendant is nolongera membe 
or officer of such company, regiment, corp 
or division: Provided, that this sectio 
shall not be so construed as to extend t 
defendants who are subsequent .encumbran 
cers, to the principal defendant or defeuc 
ants in actions to foreclose mortgages' o 
enforce mechanics' liens.
